New Yor, Oct. 18.—Father Hyaciathe, 
the great Carmelite, arrived in this city by 
the French steamer Pierrie this merning. He 
embarked at Brest aad reached our shores af- 
ter a pleasent voyage of cight days and twen- 
ty hours. On the veyage over he was affbbie 
and kind, conversing freely with his fellow- 
passengers. On the vessel were four or five 
French priests, with whom he exchanged « 
few words on current topics, but the subject

Btata We have longer and larger rivers 
but none that may be said to hold within 
its grasp so many distinctive elements of 
local wealth. The counties of Carroll, 
Henry, Owen and Franklin, which he to- 


production of tobacco, corn and wheat; 
while at its sources the counties of Estill, 
Madison, Owsley, Breathitt, Clay and 
Perry, lie loaded with coal, iron, salt, hy- 
draulic limestone and timber. The inter- 
mediate counties of Boyle, Clark, Fay- 
ette, Jessamine, Mercer and Woodiord, 
ere the bluegrass regions trom which come 
the hemp and stock so famous all over the 
land. These counties contain about ene- 
ninth of the whole area of the State, and 
hold property valued at about one-fifth of 
the entire State valuation. They pay into 
the treasury one-fifth of the whole State 
revenue, and contain about one-seventh of 
the entire population. The Kentucky river 
counties are therefore an important por- 


to look with favor upon any undertaking 
which proposes to connect us more im- 
mediately with them. 

Ide lower tier of these counties, which 
lie about the confluence of the Kentucky 
with the Ohio river, now trade with Louis- 
ville. Our citizens buy their tobacco, their 
wheat, their corn, their hogs and their cattle, 
and, in turn, sel] them the goods they want. 
The trade is a rich one, and our merchants 
here and the farmers there materially en- 
joy its benefits. The intermediate coun- 
ties, however, trade but little with Louis- 
ville, and the upper ones are strangers to 
our marts. All of them would trade with 
us if they could get bere with their pro- 
ducts, but there is no way of reaching us. 
They cross over the country and trade with 
Cincinnati simply because they can get 
there, and can’t get here. And as to the 
vast mineral deposits of the counties about 
the sources of the river, there is no trade 
with any place because there is no way to 
get the coal, the iron, the marble, the salt 
and the hydraulic limestone to market. 
All of this vast mineral wealth lies there 
as an inexhaustibie gold mine which man 
is forbidden to approach. There are coal 
beds there that never can be exhausted in 
the warming of our inhabitants and the 
running of our machinery. Andif weonce 


Ly a river always ready to float down to 
us laden barges, we will never have the 
coal famines which have so often been the 
curse of our city. The poor will never 
again have to pay exorbitant prices for 
fuel and the manufacturers will not have to 
stop as in times past when no coal was to 
be bad. 

In the year 1834 the State of Kentucky 
determined to commence a system of in- 
ternal improvements, among which was the 
locking and damming of the Kentucky 
river so as to make it navigable from the 
mouth to the ceunties which lie about its 
sources. In about nine years thereafter the 
system had progressed so far that five locks
